Hawes formerly lived here and was 
the organizer of the safety work in the 
district. When he heard of the disaster 
in the Chicago papers, he came here 
as a volunteer. 

Worked in Tunnel. 

_ Brickson had superintended the con- 
struction of two tunnels around the 
shaft obstruction and at considerabie 
risk bridged the shaft from the twer. 
tieth level after it had been reached 
by two days of hard work across hun- 
dreds of feet of open shaft to the shaft 
ladders, some of which remained in 
good condition. 

On the upward climb the Jadders 
were fastened with cables, power lines 
and anything else that came to hand. 
Hawes was the first man to cross the 
bridge. He had gone over it when 
the first rails were laid, before there 
was any other support, like a tight 
rope walker. 

When the party going up passed 
the 13th level, they signalled with eight 
raps to the men on the eighth level, 
who replied. 

Find Dinner Pails. 

It was after cutting and digging 
their way upward to the 18th level, 
800 feet below the trapped miners, that 
Hawes and Olson and their assistan 
came upon the first evidences that 
they were getting close to their goal. 

Here and there they spied an empty 
dinner pail, swinging from a jutting 
rock or a cedar stake, where they had 
tumbled after the cave-tn on Friday. 

“I began working my way slowly up 
the shaft, as I am of slimmer build 
than Olson,” said Hawes, when he re- 
turned to the surface. 

“At the thirteenth level I managed 
to scramble into the shaft and rapped 
eight times. 

“Faintly, but distinctly, came thir- 
teen answering raps from the chasm 
above me. I knocked thirteen times 
and right away came eight quick, 
sharp answering pecks against the 
iron piping. 

“TI knew I couldn’t be mistaken 
then. I threw all caution to the winds, 
determined to reach them and liter- 
ally inck by inch'crept a tortuous path- 
way upward. Pretty soon I heard a 
faint ‘hallo,’ and in a minute I made 
out a shadowy form showing against 
the bare rock by the glimmer of a 
miner’s lantern. And there steod Capt. 
Trewartha, a little grin on his face,” 
related Hawes. 

All Found Safe. 

“They're all safe,” were the cap- 
tain’s first words to me.” 

Besides Trewartha, Hawes said, 
were two of his men. The three were 
on sentry duty. The remaining forty 
men were asleep, the captain said, 
Jeading the way back into the cavern. 

“And how those poor fellows did 
crowd around me!” said Hawes. 

Then Hawes rubbed his shoulder 

and smiled. “ Yes, and some of them 
almost beat me to death, pounding me 
on the back, so glad were they to see 
me.” 
Hilarious, now that the danger was 
over, they showed Hawes about their 
prison, where for six days they had 
subsisted solely on water and what few 
scraps remained/in their dinner pails 
when the crash came.

Methodists Told “It Is 
Out of Place.” 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 
Freeport, Ill., Sept. 29.—‘*‘ Ministers 
who become detectives, policemen, 
sheriffs and raiders’’ were scored to- 
day in the public policy report to the 
Rock River conference of the Method- 
ist Episcopal church in annual session 
here. 

“* We believe the time has come,” said 
the report, “for us as ministers and 
for our church to reéxamine our rela- 
tion to reform work and reform or- 
Zanizations. In our zeal for social and 
political reform we have gone far 
afield. There is grave danger that we 
are drifting into a program of force 
and violence which is contradictory to 
the principles of the gospel and op- 
posed to the spirit of our Master. One 
of the chief causes for the rejection 
of Jesus by the Jews of his day was 
that he refused to buckle on the sword 
and establish the kingdom by vio- 
lence. He predicated his hopes for 
the kingdom of God on a new mind, 
and set about creating that mind, 

“ Reform Gone Far Afield.” 


““Surely ministers who become de- 
tectives, policemen, sheriffs and raid- 


ers have gone beyond the province, 


of those called to be partners with 
Jesus in working a new birth of mind 
and heart through the love and grace 
of God. Ministers may be called to 
create public sentiment which will in- 
duce duly constituted authorities to 
fully perform their duty, but it is not 
for ministers to assume police duties 
while occupying the sacred office of 
minister of the gospel. 

“We warn the church against that 
professionalism in reform organiza- 
tions which leads to an adopticn of 
the ways and means of the ungodly.

It was the part of political wisdom for the New 
York Republican party to go wet. For six years 
the Democratic party in New York has been op 
posed to bone dry prohibition and has achieved suc- 
cess by its stand. The sole hope of the Repub- 
licans was to follow suit, throw over the Anti 
Saloon league, and mount the moist platform. — 

That New York Republicanism should turn 
against federal prohibition enforcement is, how 
ever, more than locally significant. That the 
state’s two great regular parties should now both 
be wet is something of national importance.

SOVIET LABOR AND THE 
AMERICAN WORKER. 


With pretensions of bringing great cheer to the 
working man, the Russian soviet government an- 
nounces a proposed increase in wages. The in- 
creage will amount to from two to five per cent of 
the present scale. Common labor in Russia can 
now thake as much as $14 a month; skilled labor, 
from $30 to $40 a month. The pay increase for 
common labor, therefore, will amount to any- 
where from 28 to 70 cents a month; for skilled 
labor, to from 60 cents to $2 a month. 

In Chicago, a fairly typical American city, com- 
mon labor gets 87% cents an hour in the building 
and other trades and will soon be getting 90 cents. 
Figured over a whole year, estimating a 44 hour 
week, and only a 40 week year, this means that 
common labor in Chicago receives $132. a month. 
In the skilled trades Chicago electricians and 
carpenters make $1.50 afi hour; plasterers, lathers, 
bricklayers, and painters, $1.62% an hour. All 
but the bricklayers can find work virtually the 
year round. Their wages, therefore, may run as 
high as $300 a month. ‘Teamsters earn $175 a 
month: truck drivers as high as $195 a month. A

It has been suggested that this reason is jeal- 
ousy, that these and other cities are unable to see 
any advantage to themselves because an advan- 
tage would also come to Chicago and cities of the 
Mississippi valley. That such a reason exhibits a 
bad case of shortsightedness goes without saying, 
but for lack of a better it must suffice any one 
who seeks understanding of the opposition. 


HOME RULE AND TAXES. 

The voters of Illinois will be asked in November 
to pass upon an amendment to the state constitu- 
tion which, if adopted, will revolutionize the state's 
taxing powers. There is no doubt that the present 
tax laws work-minor injustices; but there is grave 
reason to fear that these injustices will be as 
nothing compared to the high-handed tax adminis- 
tration that may be expected from a régime such 
as the present one in Springfield. 

Colin C. H. Fyffe, attorney for the Mlinois Manu- 


| facturers’ association, has analyzed the proposed 
_}amendment and finds that the public distrust is 


fully justified. The amendment, he finds, will per- 
mit the legislature to take from Chicago and other 
cities their home rule in the levying of taxes. 
Under his interpretation, the legislature will be 
authorized to designate a te tax commission to 
raise or lower the tax levies as the commission 
rather than the city desires. 

“So far as Chicago is concerned,” Mr. Fyff 
says, “not a member of the tax commission need 
be a resident of the city. Nevertheless, the com- 
mission may settle what the annual budget shall 


without legal control in all the affairs of the city 
which are dependent upon taxation. Chicago has 
been crying for years for home rule. Home rule 
over public utilities is a small- matter compared 
with the possibility of the loss of home rule over 
taxes raised for the city’s maintenance and 


There can be no quarrel with this judgment. 
Residents of other states might reply that no state 
commission would interfere with so purely local 
a concern as the size of the city’s budget. If all 
of Illinois’ governors had been Lowdens we might 
take the same view. Unfortunately, our expert- 
ence has been varied. We have seeh communities 
coerced into supporting a state administration by 
the fear that if they didn’t they would get no hard 
roads. A state administration which would play 
politics in that fashion would not hesitate to use 
its taxing power for the same end. . 
If Mr, Fyffe’s interpretation of the amendment 
is correct, and we see no reason to doubt that it is, 
the size of the city’s’ police and fire departments, 
the paving of our streets, the disposal of garbage, 
and a hundred other matters of purely local con- 
cern can be settled for us in Springfield. Our city 
government will retain the right to pass resolu-. 
tions but the state taxing power will decide how 
much money we may spend. The fathers of this

GLOOM FROM THE GLOOMY 


‘DEAN. 
“Everything points to a coming time of trial 
for the nation and the empire,” says Dean Inge. 
Like every Englishman of his class, he distin- 
guishes between them. What is happening now is 
that others, not of Dean Inge’s class, are beginning 
to distinguish between them, too. 

The English “nation” of which Dean Inge 
speaks is not a people but an aristocracy. It 


nobility; next a stratum of privileged squires and 
county families; at the bottom is marshalled the 
largest body of all, a group of aristocratic com- 
moners who have graduated from Oxford and Cam- 
bridge. That is the English nation of the class of 
Englishman who rules. | 

All the rest, those classes with no place among 
the elect, the great populations of the empire's 
dominions beyond the seas, are without the nation. 
Theirs is but the duty, to bow down and contribute 
financial and, in troublons times, military support. 

Ireland's loss will perhaps be considered in the 
future the most shameful event in English his 
tory,” writes the dean. “ Three-quarters of Ireland 
were left to relapse into barbarism.” 

That is the English “nation” speaking. Inde- 
pendence, a refusal to be any longer a mere prop 
for the ruling classes above, is barbarism.

We are not certain but 
what Dean Inge would look upon the independence 
of the United States in somewhat this light. And, 
strangely enough, there are those in the eastern

Says Eddy Mission Was 
“Filled with Bunk.”

BERLIN, Sept. 29.—“ Although we 
goted many signs of economic and 
@nancial revival and assured ourselves 
of the permanency of the soviet gov- 
ernment, we also found that bolshevik 
terrorism still is implanted in the 
gouls of the Russian people, that there 
js no individual freedom, and that fear 
and intimidation still are the weapons 
whereby the soviets rule,” William 
Rosenwald, son of Julius Rosenwald, 
noted Chicago business man and phil- 
anthropist, told TRIBUNE today. 


William Rosenwald accompanied 
Sherwood Eddy's hand picked mission 
which studied Russia and reported 
favorably for American recognition of 
Russia. Mr. Rosenwald, however, re- 
mained behind after the mission left, 
because he was not satisfied with the 
way the mission was shown what the 
goviets wanted to show it. 

“Filled with Bunk,” He Says. 
' “Sherwood Eddy’s mission, of which 
I was a member, was filled full of 
bunk,” Mr. Rosenwald, who arrived in 
Berlin today, said. “ True, we saw lots 
of things, including factories operat- 
ing, banks, big business, and other 
examples of material progress. But it 
was @ personally conducted tour, under 
soviet management. It was almost im- 


real hearts of the people. 

“JI remained behind, and, despite the 
cheka [political police], I believe I saw 
something more real. I certainly found
